SWEDISH PEOPLE FACING 
FARM R E L I E F PROBLEMS; 
DAIRYMEN ARE HARD HIT 


BY HERMAN G. NELSON 
Stockholm, 
Sweden, 
Oct. IO— 
Sweden has harvested Its best farm 
crop for a number of years; this 
Is admitted both by farmers and 
newspapers from one end of the 
country to tho other. 
The crop, it is true, has not been 
phenomenal, but the final statistical 
report by the Central Farm Bureau 
of tho Swedish government states 
that it is well above the average. 
The grain has been harvested in 
all of southern and middle Sweden 
under the most favorable weather, 
and the quality of the grain is 
therefore exceedingly high. 
One would think that such being 
the case, Swedish farmers would 
be a most contented and satisfied 
lot of people this fall and that pros­ 
pects for tho political party in pow­ 


e r would be rosy. 
But far from b o 
is the situation. 
Rich has been the yield of oats, 
rye and barley, 
constituting 
the 
principal grains grown in Sweden, 
but the prices this fall are low for 
rye and oats; this because of Ger­ 
man dumping of these grains on 
the Swedish market at a time when 
Swedish farmers have to sell their 
crop to pay debts incurred during 
three successive unfavorable years, 
due to rainy and cold weather both 
in tile spring and fall. 
But. us if to heap more coals 
on tho head of the Swedish farmer, 
Germany is planning to increase 
its tariff on bitter from 27.5 to GO 
gold marks p**r IOO kilogram. 
Sweden Hard Hit 
This proposed ac tion hits Sweden 
a terrific blow, as over one-third, 
this 
year 
probably 
one-half, 
of

Sweden’s butter export has gone to 
Germany. 
In Germany there ex­ 
ists also an agricultural crisis, and 
tho agricultural element of that 
country is demanding state help in 
tho nature of increased tariffs on 
farm products. 
All of Germany’s 
political parties are uniting to ren­ 
der the German fanner such aid. 
Under the new tariff, Germany will 
develop its own dairy industry, and 
only tho cheaper butter from Rus­ 
sia and Poland will find a sale. 
Sweden will be unable to make and 
sell its extra prime quality butter 
in Germany at the lower price the 
new tariff will necessitate. 
Tho butter export 
of 
Sweden 
brings into tho country a big in­ 
come, and the form for determining 
tho price of butter, 
cheese, 
and 
milk within the country depends 
on the export price. Oue can ther*^ 
fore realize that tho export price 
on butter is a yard stick on the na­ 
tion’s farm prosperity. 
In 1928 Sweden exported 17.500,- 
OOO kilograms of butter, which at 
2.05 crowns per kilo brought to 
Sweden 43.600,000 crowns 
During 
the first eight months of this year, 
tho butter export was 16.200.OOO 
kilos, and will reach over 24,OOO,OOO 
kilos by the end of the year. 
Must Look to England 
With a tariff wall around Cor 
many, Sweden will have to look to 
tho English market for the sale of 
its butter, but here Sweden will 
have to compete with the high-class 
product of Denmark as well as with 
the co-operattvo marketing which 
makes that nation the prosperous 
country it Is. 
Although the Swed­ 
ish product is of high quality, Eng­ 
lish buyers prefer the Danish brand, 
and this fact will make it more es­ 
sential than ever that Sweden put 
out the highest-class butter prod­ 
uct. 
The 
agricultural 
element 
of 
Sweden Is looking for state aid 
from the various political parties, 
but thus far, in spite of many prom­ 
ises, no state aid has been forth 
coming. The point has been reach­ 
ed now. however, when something 
has to be done, as was the cast* in 
tim United States this yeur. 
News 
paper editors are offering advice in 
their columns, and it will he inter­ 
esting to see what 
action 
the 


Swedish parliament will take. 
The farm element of Sweden Is 
an overwhelming majority yet. and 
have remained loyal to the con­ 
servative principals of the govern­ 
ment and to the “Hoger” party. 
The Soclal-Democrats, 
the "Van- 
ster” party, and the Communists 
are trying to Intrench themselves 
in the good graces of the agricul­ 
tural element, and can they do so, 
with the following they now have 
among the laboring classes of tho 
cities, they would soon gain the 
balance of power in the govern­ 
ment. 
Economic Disarmament 
Sweden may take discriminatory 
measures against Germany, accord­ 
ing to the 
Stockholm 
Dagblad. 
Sweden Is a big importer of Ger­ 
man-made products, official figures 
showing Sweden's export to Ger­ 
many in 1928 at not quite 200.000,- 
000 crowns, but imports from Ger­ 
man v the same year came to over 
530,000.000 crowns. 
Sweden has since the World war 
desired and championed an eco­ 
nomical disarmament, as well as 
one of armies and 
navies, 
and 
Sweden has therefore consistently 
refused to Increase its protective 
tariffs. 
The farmer has suffered 
because of this policy, as he is 
doing this fall In the dumping of 
German rye and oats on the Swed­ 
ish market.
